The National Day of Prayer. Among 
its activities since the War broke out 
has been the endeavour by the Alliance 
to impress upon the public conscience 
the fact that the achievement of the 
worthy purpose for which we are fight- 
ing calls for recognition of national sins 
and shortcomings, and a more general 
acknowledgment of our dependence upon 
God. It was this need which led to the 
initiation by the Alliance of the Day of 
Intercession, the arrangements for which 


have been so successfully carried through 


by the Committee that arranged a similar 
Day of Intercession and Conference on 
the occasion of the Coronation of King 
George. Some time after the announcement 
that November 20th would be observed 
as a Day of Intercession, &c., it became 
known that H.M. King George had approved 
Sunday, January 3rd, being set apart as a 
Day of Humble Prayer on the part of the 
Nation. 

The first Sunday of the New Year is ia 
many ways a suitable day for such an 
observance, but it is surely more than 
coincidence that the day appointed is the 
first day of the Universal Week of Prayer. 
We rejoice in this fact. We have received 
letters from correspondents suggesting the 
desirability of using the word “humiliation” 
in connection with the event; others ex- 
pressing their concern and regret that a 
Sunday has been appointed imstead of a 
week-day. In regard to the use of the 
word “humiliation,” we believe that after 
the Declaration of the Crimean War it was 
stated by Lord Aberdeen in the House of 
Lords that a day of “humiliation and 
prayer had been arranged for the success 
of the British Arms, and that on hearing of 
this statement Queen Victoria immediately 
wrote objecting to the term “ humiliation.”

(5) They live in godly union and concord with all Evan- 
gelical Churches in the Peninsula, and the spirit of 
the Evangelical Alliance permeates their members. 


(6) Their zeal is unquestioned, and their devotion to God 
has won the affectionate sympathy of all who have 
visited them. 


(7) The Church Aid Society through lack of Funds was 
compelied this financial year to reduce its monthly 
grants for many months to two-thirds of their 
usual minimum amount.
